‘Authorities tell us it is mot a 
‘real ,poison, but “It is the re- 
action of a sensitized individual 
to &@ non-poisonous oleonsinous 
substance in ‘the plant.” Now, 
doesn’t that help a lot? Esquimos 
that have never come in contact 
with poison ivy are insensitive to 
skin cests. American Indians are 
.just as susceptible as their white 
meighbors. New born children are 
insensitive to ivy poisoning, but 
unfortunately we are not Esqui- 
mos nor’new born chiidren and 
most of us suffer from ivy poi- 
soning.

In Resin Cells 


Lately *much time and effort 
-have been used in the effort to 
determine how the poiscn is car- 
ried. .from the plant. G. Albert 
Hill, professor of chemistry at 
Wesleyan University. Middle- 
town,’ Conn., has made extensive 
experiments. He finds the ivy’s 
poison: lies in the special resin 
cells t not in the vine’s sap, 
as we thought. 

I don’t know how we are to 
distinguish in the woods, the sap 
from the resin. But Hill finds, 
that these resins can ride on the 
clouds of smoke arising from 
burning ..ainderbrush, infecting 


persons «watching the fire. The 


vines can deposit poison on a 
golf ball. a hoe handle, garden 
tools, your shoes or anything you 
use, when working in the fields, 
woods 6r evén your own lawn 
and fardens. 


This oily resin is present not 
only in the root, stalk and leaf, 
but also in the pollen, which in 
the case of poison ivy can be 
carried through the air and in- 
fect susceptible persons. 

So the person who complains 
that it can’t be ivy poison because 
he did.not touch or approach any 
ivy, will have to concede that the 
condition he has may be ivy poi- 
soning afyway. The poison can 
be Carried. on the hair of dogs. 
horses..and .other animals, and 
cause the, disease in persons 
working with these animals. The 
affliction is*so common and so 
great a handicap to those who 
work and play ‘out of doors that, 
much time and effort has been 
directed towards prevention and 
treatment.

The person who has .been in 
the..woods and thinks he may 
have come in contact with the 
plant should immediately bathe 
thoroughly with a nice lather of 
laundry soap and warm water. 
Plain water will not wash off the 
poison, but soap and gee will. 
If burning and itching indi¢ate 
that some poison has been ab- 
sorbed, some very common and 
efficient remedies are at hand. 

A five percent. solution of. the 
chloride of iron in equal parts of 
water and alcohol, or a four per- 
eont solution of permanganate of 
rotash, the old snake bite rem- 
oly, will give great relief. :

Dr. Heiser Gets His 


Recognition = x

fois passage of time puts a dif- 
ferent interpretation on the 
doings of long ago. Some thirty 
years ago Dr. Victor G. Heiser 
went over to the Philippine Isl- 
ands to battle germs. He won 
the fight after twelve years, but 
when he left his post as chief 
health officer of the Philippines 
he became the victim of much 
misrepresentation and misunder- 
standing, with a political back- 
ground that obscured his achieve- 
ment, Only slowly in the years 
that followed did Dr. Heiser re- 
ceive the honor due him. His 
place in wholesale sanitation is 
in a class with that of Gorgas, of 

Canal Zone fame. 

When he first went to Manila, 
cholera, smallpox and_ beri-bert 
were »rampant an the islands. 
Drawing up a sanitary code, he 
soon found ways to enforce it, 
and slowly. but surely. the dis- 
eases subsided. Beyond all ques- 
tion he saved countless lives and 
made the Philippines a much 
more habitable place. 

.;Dr. Heiser is a native of Penn- 
s¥ylvania, who graduated from 
Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia in 1897. He entered 
the United States Marine Hospi- 
tal Service a year later. Before 
going to the Philippines he had 
experience in Canada and Egypt. 

After the unhappy ending of 
his. Philippine accomplishment 
Dr. Heiser returned to the States 
to become associate director of 
the international health division 
ot the ; Rockefeller Foundation, 
where he has carried through 
many useful researches in trop- 
ical medicine. Two years ago he 
announced the effectiveness of 
trypi blue dye in combating lep- 
rosy, and hé has continued his 
intense study of this disease 
since. He recently made a public 
discussion of the dreaded disease 
in New York.

might try an ivory foundation 
with flesh powder. 

Even though you try not to 
tan, the skin usually takes on a 
warmer. tone in the summer and 
you should watch out for this. 
Nearly all of us need a deeper 
shade of face powder and we 
shouldn't try to get along with 
that we used in the winter. A 
too-light powder doesn’t lighten 
the skin as some women think, 
but makes it look dingy and ar- 
tificial. ; 

If you are really tanned, then 
you .-must make a more radical 
change in your face powder. For- 
tunately, there are many shades 
of suntan powder and by a bit of 
skillful experimenting or blend- 
ing you can get a powder that 
really matches your skin.
